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New  Principal  Leading  Valley  Middle  School

At  the  helm  of  Visitacion  Valley 
Middle  School  (VVMS)  is  new  prin- 
cipal James  S  Dierke,  a  member  of 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  for  25  years. 

With  certain  VVMS  academic 
scores  up  for  the  fourth  year  in  a  row, 
Dierke  vowed  to  continue  the  trend 
and  build  upon  achievements  that 
previous  VVMS  principal  John  R. 
Flores  spearheaded. 

"Our  schools  and  our  kids  are  on 
page  one,  and  not  on  page  two  like 
everybody  else  's"  said  Dierke  m  ref- 
erence to  their  academic  well-bemg 
"There  is  a  vast  range  in  public  school 
selection  after  VVMS  and  kids  are 
going  to  make  choices.  I'm  gomg  to 
make  them  aware  of  those  choices  for 
carter  paths  " 

Dierke,  a  fourth  generation  San 
Franciscan  wliose  career  as  a  teacher, 
counselor,  department  head,  dean,  as- 
sistant principal  and  now  principal  has 
tackled  some  of  the  tou^esl  of  public 
school  concerns,  especially  those  in 
which  violence  has  played  a  part- 
Spawned  out  of  leach-ins,  students 
coming  together  m  every  class  for  a 
specific  period  of  tune  to  brainstorm 
ways  to  combat  schcxil -related  prob- 
lems, Dierke  created  an  anonymous 
hotline  pro-am  while  assistant  prin- 
cipal at  Washington  High  This  al- 
lowed callers  to  disclose  crunmal 
activity  without  fear  of  being  identi- 
fied During  the  first  month  of  the 
program  alone,  cnme  was  cut  by  ap- 
proximately  50  percent.  Dierke 
unplemented  the  program  while  at 
McAteer  High  and  is  currently  pre- 
paring (o  stait  a  suTultu  one  al  VVMS . 
Community  members,  faculty  and 
average  citizens  also  use  the  hotline

to  thwart  cnme,  Leaflets  are  dissemi- 
nated mto  the  community  after  the 
students  have  been  appraised 

'This  school  IS  a  small  city  of  530 
students  and  the  pro-am  is  not  ex- 
pensive to  put  in  place,"  said  Dierke. 

Other  goals  for  the  new  VVMS  pnn- 
cipal  include  obtainmg  additional 
computere  for  every  classroom—na- 
tionwide average  is  five  per  class 
while  VVMS  observes  three-teacher 
and  couiLselmg  support 

According  to  Dierke.  "Counseling 
IS  542-to- 1  at  middle  schools  VVMS 
Coordinated  Care  Team  is  becoming 
a  model  for  inner  city  schools," 

The  care  team  meets  once  a  week 
to  discuss  student  needs  through  case 
management  formats, 

Dierke  is  putting  the  finishing 
touches  on  a  Critical  Jnctdeni  Re- 
sponse program.  With  recent  school 
shootings  nationwide,  most  notably 
Columbine  High  School  m  Colorado. 


the  program's  main  purpose  is  to 
cease  trouble  pnor  to  it  becoming  a 
cntical  mcident  A  key  ingredient  (tf 
the  program  discloses  to  law  enforce- 
ment, staff  and  students  key  areas  of 
mterest  within  the  school  to  avoid 
and/or  travel  to  m  the  advent  of  a  Col- 
umbme  eruption, 

VVMS  is  currently  enjoymg  para- 
mount support  through  1 5  diflerent 
grants  which  assist  tlie  school  m  op- 
erating programs  while  other  city 
middle  schools  possess  a  smgle  grant 
Dierke  expects  to  contmue  tappmg 
sources  to  aid  the  school  in  meeting 
Its  overall  challenge  to  prepare  stu- 
dents for  the  ftiture

Reports  Document  Discrimination  Against 
Minorities  by  Mortgage  Lending  Institutions 


WASHINGTON  -  Minonties  tiymg 
to  buy  homes  contmue  to  face  discnmi- 
nation  from  mortgage  lendmg  institu- 
tions, accordmg  to  a  new  report  pre- 
pared by  the  Urban  lastitute  for  the 
U  S  Department  of  Housmg  and  Ur- 
ban Development. 

The  Urban  histitute  report  issued 
Sept  1 5  says  that  "not  all  Americans 
enjoy  equal  access  to  the  benefits  of

This  service  also  provides  written 
translation  for  information  related  to 
the  Beacon,  When  requesting  a  docu- 
ment to  be  translated  mto  Chinese  for 
purposes  related  to  the  Beacon,  com- 
munity members  may  simply  access 
the  hotline  and  request  the  Beacon 
document  they  wish  to  be  transferred. 

This  hotlme  is  staffed  by  Frank  Mok, 
formerly  Youth  Services  Coordinator 
at  the  Beacon,  who  has  knowledge  of 
both  the  Beacon  and  Visitacion  Valley 
commumty.  The  Beacon  also  staffs 
capacity  for  Spanish  and  Samoan 
speaking  mdividuals  requestmg  ser- 
vices m  their  primary  languages.

Young  Voices  of  God  Represent 
A  Church  Coming  Full  Circle 


When  the  Young  Voices  of  God  per- 
formed at  Ridge  View  United  Meth- 
odist Church's  annual  homecommg 
worship  on  Sept.  12,  they  filled  the 
sanctuary  with  music  that  set  tlie  foot 
to  tapping  and  delighted  the  eyes  with 
a  sigjit  the  congregation  hasn't  seen  in 
quite  some  time;  young  people  The 
grandchildren  of  the  aging  member- 
ship have  come  back  to  church,  and 
hip  hop  has  brought  them  there 

The  words  are  old  standbys—  'Go 
Down,  Moses,"  'Onward  Chnsiian 
Soldiers,"  "His  Eye  is  on  the  Spar- 
rows'—but the  sound  is  far  fiom  "old." 
The  Young  Voices  of  God  present 
church  music  m  a  way  few  have  ever 
heard  it  before  The  hip  hop  choir, 
compnsed  of  youth  ages  8  to  17.  not 
only  has  changed  the  face  of  worship 
m  the  Visitacion  Valley  congregation, 
but  It  has  also  given  the  church  a  new 
outreach  focus. 

The  group  is  the  brainchild  of  the 
Rev  Stephen  Lee.  former  Pastor  of 
Ridge  View,  who  teamed  up  last  Oc- 
tober with  Pope  Flyne,  a  Bay  Area 
dnimmer  who  hails  ongmally  from  the 
African  country  of  Ghana  Flyne  set 
traditional  spirituals  and  gospel  hymns 
to  original  tunes  and  rhythms,  while 
Lee  secured  grants  from  United  Meth- 
odist sources  and  the  San  Francisco 
Foundation  to  help  tund  the  project  It  was 
then  the  responsibility  of  Ridge  View's 
elderly  members  to  bring  in  the  kids. 


"It  was  really  rough  gomg  at  first," 
says  Cleo  Champion,  whose  grand- 
children aie  participants  in  the  choir 
The  youth,  whose  parents  had  long 
drifted  away  li  om  the  church,  were  a 
hard  sell.  The  parents,  too,  were  slow 
to  lend  their  support.  The  grandmoth- 
ers amtinue  to  be  the  dnving  force 
behind  the  young  people-literally  It 
is  a  handfril  of  older  women  who  drive 
theirgrandchildren  to  rehearsals  twice 
a  week,  who  sit  and  watch  through 
each  practice,  who  enlbrce  respectftil 
behavior,  and  who  provide  franspoi- 
tation  to  performances  withm  and  out- 
side of  the  church. 

The  Young  Voices  of  God  has  ap- 
peared at  Methodist  church  gathenngs 
beyond  Ridge  View  as  well  as  c<.>ni- 
mumty  event:  withm  and  outside  San 
Francisco.  The  group's  unique  sound 
and  style,  which  includes  choreo- 
graphed movements,  has  a  wide  ap- 
peal, and  the  young  people  have  been 
well  received  by  older  as  well  as  young 
audiences. 

The  group  is  open  to  receivmg  new 
membCTs.  and  rehearses  at  Ridge  View 
church  twt)  evenmgs  a  week  for  two 
hours.  The  youth  smg  for  the  II  a.m. 
Sunday  worship  service  about  once  a 
month,

Concern  for  Supplemental 
ER  in  Executive  Park 
Development  Plan 

Following  are  comments  made 
Sep!.  2  by  George  P.  Yerby  tvgani- 
ing  a  hearing  befotv  the  Planning 
Commission  on  certification  of  the 
supplemental  EIR  for  the  Executive 
Park  Development  Plan. 

My  name  is  George  Yerby  I  was  the 
onginal  developer  of  the  San  Francisco 
Executive  Pai^  and  I  am  the  ovmer  of 
the  building  at  5  Thomas  Mellon 
Circle;  my  building  is  one  of  three  of- 
fice buildings  located  in  the  Executive 
Park 

1  came  up  with  the  onginal  concept 
tor  the  Executive  Park,  which  was  to 
provide  for  sensible,  sustainable  com- 
mercial development  of  the  Candle- 
stick Point  area  Our  focus  was  on  in- 
suring that  the  nei^boriioods  m  the 
area,  like  Little  Hollywood,  remained 
viable  with  a  minimum  of  impact  from 
the  new  development,  while  at  the 
same  lime  providing  employment  for 
the  area,  thereby  improving  the 
economy  in  this  section  of  the  City 
Tom  Mellon,  who  was  for  1 2  years  the 
Chief  Administrative  Officer  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  was 
also  my  mentor  on  this  project,  Tom 
believed  in  this  concept  and  helped 
facilitate  the  development  of  Execu- 
tive Park  In  1975,  1  founded  the  San 
Francisco  Executive  Park  Planning 
Committee  consisting  of  resident-^  of 
the  Bayview-Hunlers  Point,  Little  Hol- 
lywood and  Visitacion  Valley  neigh- 
borhoods; that  committee  continues  to 
exist  to  this  day  under  the  chairman- 
ship of  Shirley  Jones. 

The  SEIR  cannot  be  certified  m  its 
present  form  for  the  following  reasons, 
among  others: 

I  The  SEIR,  and  the  transportation 
study  prepared  by  Wilbur  Smith  and 
Associates  in  June  of  this  year  failed 
to  address  the  basic  premise  the  gov- 
erns the  Executive  Park  site  This  site 
is,  for  all  interests  and  purposes,  a  sub- 
urban office  park  located  within  the 
City  of  San  Francisco.  Although  the 
proposed  development,  as  revised,  in- 
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eludes  4,308  additional  parking  spaces 
as  pari  of  the  proposed  project,  the 
impact  of  added  parkmg  and  its  result- 
ant impact  on  auto  trips  genei  ated  at 
the  site  IS  not  adequately  addressed  m 
the  SEIR  The  use  of  the  same  trans- 
portation guidelines  designed  for 
downtown  development  projects  does 
not  properly  consider  the  expected 
tnps  that  will  be  produced  as  a  result 
of  tlie  proposed  project, 

2  ITie  proposed  project  "deletes" 
transportation  improvements  previ- 
ously considered  essential  to  serve  the 
site  Smce  the  number  of  tnps  antici- 
pated to  be  generated  by  the  cun"ent 
proposed  development  has  gone  up 
considerably  as  a^mpared  to  previous 
approvals,  we  do  not  see  any  condi- 
tions which  justiiy  the  "deletion"  of 
previously  required  conditions  of  ap- 
proval To  the  amtrary,  I  believe  that 
additional  mitigations  are  required  to 
solve  the  ti  affic  problems  identilied  on 
the  current  SEIR 

3  The  cuirenl  proposal  would  also 
negate  the  1 985  aindition  that  aim- 
mercial  parkmg  be  limited  to  3,235 
spaces,  ui  order  to  mitigate  traffic  im- 
pacts The  lirmtation  was  put  in  place 
to  require  the  developer  to  either  cre- 
ate a  more  transit -friendly  project  or 
reduce  the  amount  of  office  space  pro- 
posed Now,  the  developer  wants  to  do 
neither.  Tlie  SEIR  does  not  adequately 
address  this  very  signilicanl  change 

4  The  1985  EIR  stated  that  there 
would  be  gndlock  on  101  and  all  but 
two  of  the  area  mtersectioas  by  the  year 
2015  The  SEIR  repeats  this  statement, 
but  does  not  address  the  issue  of  how 
much  more  quickly  gndlock  will  oc- 
cur on  101  in  light  of  the  expansion 
and  scope  of  the  project  as  currently 
proposed  versus  what  was  approved 
in  1 985.  and  in  light  of  other  existing 
and  proposed  developments  in  the  1 0 1 
comdor  area  It  is  of  cntical  impor-

Candlestick/101  interchange,  which 
has  never  functioned  well.  The  rebuild- 
mg  of  this  interchange,  with  the  atten- 
dant reconfiguration  of  Geneva  Av- 
enue as  called  for  under  the  South 
Bayshore  Plan,  is  an  integral  part  of 
dealing  vnth  traffic  issues  in  the  1 01 
comdor,  extension  of  light  rail  to  this 
site,  and  the  impact  of  the  proposed 
development  on  those  traffic  issues, 
We  propose  that  the  SEIR  be  required 
to  address  the  issue  of  exactly  how  the 
Candlestick  interchange  should  be 
reconfigured  and  rebuilt  to  address  the 
gndlock  issues  unminently  facing  us 
on  101,  and  should  address  how  this 
project  needs  to  participate  m  the  timd- 
ing  of  a  new  interchange  The  SEIR 
should  not  be  certified  until  the  issues 
of  the  rebuilding  on  the  Candlestick  m- 
terchange  and  the  Geneva  Avenue  ex- 
tension are  resolved, 

5  The  adoption  of  the  Downtown 
Plan  calls  for  the  concentration  of  of- 
fice !^ace  in  the  Downtown  urban  core 
that  IS  well  served  by  public  transit 
This  general  plan  calls  for  the  biotech 
mdustry  to  be  located  at  Mission  Bay.

Using  60  enlbrcement  oflacers  from 
live  ditlerent  agencies,  the  S,F,  Distnct 
Attorney  s  Office  and  the  Police  De- 
partment staged  a  huge  raid  Sepl  1 5 
to  "blunt  the  insanity  and  violence"  that 
has  recently  plagued  the  Western  Ad- 
dition.

There  are  roughly  50  .stalking  cases 
a  year  brouglU  to  Inal  m  San  Francisco 
Hallinan  said  part  of  the  money  will 
be  used  to  hue  an  attorney  and  an  in- 
vestigator, both  of  whom  will  be  es- 
pecially trained  for  and  dedicated  to 
prosecutmg  stalking  cases

The  Village,  nestled  in  the  Valley  of 
the  Windmills,  is  a  community  withm 
a  larger  Visitacion  Valley  wmmunilv 
and  offers  comprehensive  services  to 
children,  youth,  adults,  and  lamiUes  m 
the  Valley  The  Village  is  the  result  of 
the  relocation  of  five  agencies  who 
were  evicted  from  the  (Jeneva  Towers 
housing  development  due  to  pending 
demolition  The  agencies  are  Geneva 
Towers  Residents  Council,  Camp  Fire 
City  Kids,  Department  of  Public 
HealtiWisitacion  Valley  Neighbor- 
hood Health  Team.  HOC  Head  Start, 
and  Geneva  Towers  (now  Village) 
Recreation  Program. 

ITie  above  relocation  was  part  of  a 
Memorandum  of  Understanding  be- 
tween the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco and  the  United  Stales  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment (HUD )  to  commit  to  develop  and 
implement  a  comprehensive  and  co- 
ordinated plan  tor  the  revitali7aUon  of 
the  Visitacion  Valley  neighborhood  In 
this  histonc  agreement,  both  govern- 
mental parties  agreed  to  change  then 
way  of  doing  busmess  and  coordinate 
efforts  to  address  the  complex  and  m- 
terwoven  issues  of  housing,  economic 
development,  jobs,  and  social  services 
The  Village,  as  an  integral  part  of  the 
Visitacion  Valley  Neighborhood  Col- 
laborative { V  VNC ).  adopts  its  mission 
to  strengthen  and  empower  the  chil- 
dren, youth,  and  families  of  the  Valley 
lo  tlilfill  their  basic  personal  and  so- 
cial needs  and  to  build  ^e  skills  and 
competencies  they  need  to  lead  pro- 
ductive, creative  lives  within  their 
community  The  Village  also  adopts 
VVNC  s  purpose  to  preserve  the  nch 
and  diver^ie  Valley  neighborhtxxl  and 
to  strengthen  its  economic  and  social 
infrastructures  through  its  residents, 
community  orgaruzations  and  busi- 
nesses 

The  Village  itself  provides  compre-

Over  the  years  San  Francisco's 
neighborhoods  have  had  a  history  of 
pitting  themselves  against  each  other 
over  important  political  issues  Neigh- 
borhoods fought  bitterly  for  years  over 
whether  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge 
should  be  built,  and  we've  all  heard 
the  stones  about  the  years  of  in  fight-

Likewise,  the  Central  Freeway  has 
been  a  very  divisive  issue  for  nearly  a 
decade  On  Nov  2,  the  issue  will  come 
before  the  votere  for  the  third  lime.

Planning  A^ociation  for  the  Rich- 
mond (PAR)  voted  to  oppose  Propo- 
sition J,  the  freeway  retrofit,  and  sup- 
port Proposition  1,  the  Octavia  Boule- 
vard Plan.  PAR'S  reasonmg,  "Free- 
ways are  destructive  to  residential 
neighborhoods  The  removal  of  the 
Cenfral  Freeway  will  enable  rejuvena- 
tion in  this  area  of  our  City  Neighbor- 
hoods and  neighborhood  organizations 
have  a  stake  m  supporting  each  other 
on  quality-of-!ife  issues  We  are  resi- 
dents of  the  Richmond  District,  but  we 
are  basically  San  Franciscaas  " 

Gerry  Crowley,  from  Telegraph  Hill 
Dwellers,  said,  "We  have  learned  by 
c>q5enence  that  tearing  down  of  the 
Embarcadero  Freeway  has  signifi- 
cantly enhanced  the  northeastern  part 
of  the  City  In  the  spint  of  caring  for 
others  in  San  Francisco,  we  want  the 


Boulevard— its  aestheUcally  pleasing 
and  will  ensure  the  ftiture  of  Hayes 
Valley- 

Dave  Monks,  of  the  Noe  Valley 
Democratic  Club  said  his  club  sup- 
ports the  Boulevard  Plan  because  they 
realize  that  "Freeways  through  resi- 
dential nei^borhoods  cnsate  pnablems 
that  never  go  away  crime,  vagrancy 
and  litter"  Dave  says  Noe  Valley  is 
lucky  not  to  face  these  problems,  so 
Noe  Valley's  residents  can  focus  on 
issues  like  the  quahty  of  the  parks,  not

New  Milk  Bill  Sent 
To  Governor's  Office 

As  milk  prices  arc  about  to  nse  by 
4 1  cents  a  gallon  a  new  Miik  Bill  by 
Slate  Senator  Jackie  Speier  was  ap- 
proved Sept  15  by  the  State  Senate 

The  milk  bill  will  help  ainsumers 
determine  where  they  can  buy  the  least 
costly  milk  for  their  farailies, "  ex- 
plained Speier  "  Consumers  can  eas- 
ily discover  how  they  can  save  up  to 
$1  40  on  the  purchase  of  a  gallon  of 
milk  With  milk  pnces  about  to  nse 
yet  agaia  consumers  need  to  be  made 
aware  that  they  have  options  and  can 
find  more  atiordable  milk  in  their  small 
neighboihocxl  stores." 

llie  Milk  Bill  (SB  419)  directs  the 
California  Department  of  Food  and 
Agriculture  (CDFA)  to  conduct 
monthly  statewide  pnce  surveys  of  the 
cost  of  milk  at  supermarlcets  and  a>n- 
venience  stores  Pnce  results  would  be 
posted  on  CDFA  s  website  and  re- 
corded on  CDFA  s  toll-free  telephone 
milk  line 

Farm  milk  pnces  fell  by  a  historic 
50  cents  a  gallon  in  April  and  have 
been  steadily  climbing  since  then  As 
a  result  by  the  end  of  October,  the  av- 
erage retail  pnce  for  whole  milk  in  San 
Francisa)  is  expected  to  be  more  tlian 
$3  per  gallon. 

Accordmg  to  pnce  data  from  CDFA, 
in  May  retail  prices  bottomed  out  al 
an  average  retail  price  of  $2  39  per 
gallon  of  whole  miik  in  San  Francisco 
In  July  the  average  retail  pnce  for  a 
gallon  of  whole  milk  was  up  1 8  cents 
to$2.57  For  the  same  period,  the  farm 
price  for  milk  has  nsen  by  only  two 
cents  per  gallon  to  $1  22  per  gallon 
Farm  price  m  August  went  up  another 
4  cents  to  $1.26  per  gallon  and  is  set 
to  go  up  another  4 1  cents  in  October 
Recent  mdependenl  pnce  surveys  of 
retail  milk,  including  a  study  by  Con- 
sumer Union,  sponsors  of  the  bill,  re- 
veal that  milk  pnces.  even  pnces  for 
the  same  brand  of  milk,  vary  widely 
from  store  to  store  with  larger  stores 
oflen  charging  40  percent  more  than 
smaller  stores  for  a  gallon  of  milk 

"We're  taking  it  to  the  consumers- 
th^  are  the  ones  who  will  decide  who 
wins  the  milk  pncmg  war, ' '  said  Speier 
"Informed  consumers  can  shop  with 
iheu-  feet  and  bring  competition  to  re- 
tail mile  pncing  " 

Speier  emphasized  that  the  bill  re- 
quires grocers  to  post  CDFA's  toll  -fiw 
milk  pnce  number  and  website  at  the 
dauy  case  where  milk  is  sold.  The  sur- 
vey would  cover  the  enUre  state 

The  milk  bill  requires  that  CDFA 
capture  pnces  for  all  brands  of  milk 
sold  m  a  store  and  that  pnces  be  posted 
tor  nonfat  i  percent.  2  percent  and 
whole  milk  The  bill  also  calls  for 
CDFA  to  survey  100  stores  monthly

The  independent  I  Jrban  Institute  re-

Boston  study  The  analysis  presents 
substantial  evidence  that  discrimina- 
tion exists,  shijbng  the  burden  of  prool" 
to  those  who  would  argue  that  these 


neutral  underwnlujg  catena  The  Fed- 
eral Reserve  study  found  that  the  prob- 
ability of  loan  denial  in  the  Boston  area 
was  about  80  pert:ent  higher  tor  a  black 
or  Hispanic  applicant  than  for  a  while 
applicant,  even  after  loan,  property  and 
credit  and  other  traits  were  accounted 
for  The  report  found  that  even  among 
institutions  with  good  intentions,  and 
where  loan  officers  lake  pnde  m  woric- 
ing  with  borrowers  who  need  more 
help  on  loan  applications,  minonty 
customers  may  not  be  receiving  equal 
treatment  The  study  says  that  achiev- 
ing signiiicant  reductions  in  lending 
discnmination  may  require  changes  in 
business  practices 

The  Urban  Institute  report  concludes 
by  recommending  pnonty  next  steps 
in  measunng  mortgage  discnmination 
and  developing  policies  and  practices 
to  better  combat  it  These  recommen- 
dations include 

*Hxpanded  research  on  lender  deci- 
sions about  office  locations,  advertis- 
mg  and  outreach,  as  well  as  referrals 
that  may  discourage  minonlies  from 
ever  applying  for  loans  with  some  in- 
stitutions, 

*Stepped-up  testing  at  the  pre-ap- 
plicalion  stage  and  possibly  the  loan 
approval  stage  as  well,  for  research.

Heahhtalk  with  Stephanie: 
Medications  F\ft  Brakes 
On  Headache  Pain 

For  many  of  us,  headaches  are  an  oc- 
casional annoyance  But  for  the  24 
milhon  Amencans  who  expenence 
severe,  throbbing  pam  that  lasts  for 
hours,  or  even  days,  headaches  can  be 
cruel  and  crippling 

"At  least  twice  a  month,  my  head- 
aches were  so  unbearable  that  I  had  to 
be  in  a  darkened  room  for  most  of  the 
day,"  said  36-year-old  Vanessa 
Kimmel,  a  professional  m  the  com- 
puter industry  who  often  missed  days 
of  work.  "It  took  me  years  to  finally 
talk  to  my  doctor  I  didn  t  want  to  ap- 
pear weak  and  I  was  convinced  there 
was  nothing  he  could  do  1  was  wrong,  " 

What  many  headache  sufferers  are 
learning  is  thai  there  are  many  pre- 
scnpUon  medications  that  are  now 
available  to  reUeve  the  pain  of  most 
headaches  Being  able  to  descnbe 
what  kmd  of  headaches  you  are  hav- 
ing is  the  first  step  to  help  your  doctor 
choose  the  right  medication  to  treat 
tliem 

Tension  headaches  can  occur  oc- 
casionaily-or  daily  When  you  have  a 
tension  headache,  you  may  feel  a  dull, 
aching,  or  squeezing  pain,  usually  on 
both  sides  of  your  head  that  can  last 
for  several  houre  to  a  ftiil  da> 

Migrane  headaches,  which  are 
more  common  in  women,  often  start 
in  your  teen  years,  and  may  occur 
monthly  Most  migrane  suffereni  ex- 
penence a  throbbing  or  intense  pain 
on  one  or  both  sides  of  their  head  that 
can  last  four  to  72  hours  Other  migrane 
symptoms  can  mclude  nausea,  vomit- 
ing, and  sensitivity  to  light  and  sound. 

Cluster  headaches  are  intense  35 
to  40-minute  attacks  that  usually  oc- 
cur on  one  side  of  your  head  You  may 
have  several  cluster  headaches  a  day 
for  weeks  or  months—then  not  again 
for  months  or  years  Cluster  headaches 
are  also  more  common  in  men  ages 
20-45 

While  we  usually  associate  headache 


relief  with  pain  rehevers  like  Exceui  in 
or  Advil,  another  type  of  headache, 
rebound  headaches,  are  mild  to  mod- 
erately painftil  headaches  that  occur 
often  upon  wakening  when  people 
overuse  pain  relievers  for  several  days- 
-and  stop  taking  them  too  abruptly 

While  we  all  react  differently,  there 
are  some  common  headache  "triggers" 
that  may  bnng  on  headaches: 

*Slre.ss  (cnsis,  death,  divorce,  job 
loss  or  stress,  relationship  difficulties) 

*Diet  (caffeine,  chocolate,  nuts  cit- 
rus fruits,  alcohol,  aged  cheeses,  MSG, 
processed  foods,  aspartame) 

♦Sensory  (bright  or  flickering  lights, 
odors) 

^Hormonal  changes  in  women 

(menstruation,  ovulation,  hormone  re- 
placement therapy) 

If  frequent  or  severe  headaches  are 
disrupting  your  life,  talk  with  your  dtx;- 
tor  With  so  many  effective  treatments 
available,  there  's  no  reason  to  let  head- 
ache pain  keep  you  from  enjoymg  daily

Coalition  Addresses 
Minority  and  Women 

The  Coahtion  for  Economic  Equity 
was  organized  to  address  the  problem 
of  low  participation  of  minonty-owned 
and  women-owned  busmesses  (M/ 
WBEs)  m  San  Francisco's  procure- 
ment system. 

In  1 982 ,  the  S  F  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors passed  a  resolution  callmg  on  the 
City's  Human  Rights  Commission  to 
conduct  hearings  on  allegations  of  dis- 
crimination against  MAVBEs,  An  ad 
hoc  committee,  consistmg  of  activists 
from  the  African  American,  Asian, 
Latino  and  women  business  commu- 
nities was  formed  to  encourage  mmor- 
ity -owned  and  women-owned  firms  to 
testily  about  their  expenences  in  seek- 
ing contracts  from  the  Ci^-  The  com- 
mittee became  known  as  the  Coalition 
for  Economic  Equity  (CEE)  and  took 
a  leadership  role  in  the  successfiil  cam- 
paign to  pass  the  City's  first  afi&rma- 
tive  action  contracling  ordmance  m 
1984. 

Since  the  ordinance  took  effect,  the 
Coalition  has  become  the  Bay  Area's 
leadmg  advocacy  organization  for  M/ 
WBEs,  It  has  developed  affirmative 
action  contracting  policies  for  a  num- 
ber of  government  agencies  (includ- 
ing programs  for  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  Distnct  and  the  San 
Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency), 
and  for  the  pnvate  developers  of  Mis- 
sion Bay.  The  ordinance  is  subject  to  a 
sumet  clause  which  requires  penodic 
review  to  determine  its  continuing 
need  With  the  help  of  its  legal  coun- 
sel, the  Lawyers  Committee  for  Civil 
Rights  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area, 
the  Coahtion.  over  the  years,  has  suc- 
cess-fiilly  overcome  legal  challenges  to 
the  ordinance 

The  Coahtion  also  pR^vides  a  forum 
through  which  its  affiliated  organiza- 
tions can  commumcate  with  eadi  other 
on  a  regular  basis-shanng  informa- 
tion, coordinating  activities  and  often 
resolving  potential  conflicts  before
